WHAT TO DO 
XI TU E X -T U E S I ­ 
DE NTS. 


Air. W . O. StoddarJ, who bas written 
the ‘‘Lives of the Presidents,” has writ­ 
ten an article on the question of making 
provision for tx-presidents, 
I t would 
set m that es presidents ought to take 
care of themselves, and as a rule they 
have been, but lifter ail there is a dig­ 
nity about even a retired president 
which commands respect and which aho 
makes it incum bent upon the nation to 
see that they cie not left to want, but 
hie able to liye in a manner becoming 
en cx-ilesidentcf the great republic. 
Tin mas Jefferson end Jam es Monroe 
were comparatively poor in their old age, 
and we ell know how General Grant was 
hampered by the loss of proptrty after 
he retired to private life. M r. {Stoddard 
puts at rest one way to dispose of ex- 
prebidents 
which has been discussed 
considerably of late. 
It has been suggested by eminent 
authority that an tx-prestdent should be 
made a life member of the United States 
senate, a sort of senate-at-large, as if he 
could, by any pos-ibihty, escape from 
his relations to bis own state or party, 
or ct-ase to act and be popularly regarded 
as the representative of either or of both. 
Perhaps that idea can best be disposed 
of by an illustration. Imagine, if you 
will, the senate, in the outbreak of the 
Civil War, to have contained Buchanan. 
Fillmore, 
Pierce, 
Tyler 
and 
Vau 
B uren. 
New York wouid have had four 
senators, 
two 
of them not 
repre­ 
senting the current will of the sL te; 
Pennsylvania, three; Virginia, three,act­ 
ing or not acting; New Hampshire, three. 
What absence c f political responsibility 
on the part of these five sen .tors-at- 
large, and y et what might not have been 
the resulting variation in the legislative 
action of the day ! 
Believing that there 
can be no danger of the senate itself as- 
renting to such a fundamental change in 
its irgem c structure, I will turn from 
considering that incongruous invention 
and offer what eterne to me a simple so* 
Jution of the problem. 
The plan which M r. Stoddard suggests 
wouid be a sensible thing to adopt, 
which is to put the tx-presidents on the 
retired list on half- pay the same as an 
officer of the regular army. 
The reason 
for 
this 
is 
founded 
en the fact 
that 
the 
president is 
commander- 
in-chief 
of 
the 
armed forces of 
the 
United 
States—not 
only being 
general of the army but admiral of the 
navy. The principle of this policy was 
practically carried out when General 
G rant was put on the retired list in 
M arch, 1885. 
Here is a paragraph in 
M r. Stoddard’s aiticle that commands 
attention and respect: 
We have no v only one ex president, 
and Rutherford B. Hayes, a man of mod­ 
erate fortune, has added nobly to his of­ 
ficial record by the admirable industry, 
ability and usefulness which have d is­ 
tinguished his yeers of retirem ent from 
the public service. 
It is not pleasant, 
however, to consider the very different 
reward tendered to him, tacitly, ss to bis 
predecessors, by the national neglect to 
provide for its ex-presidents. 
Entering 
the army in 1881, finishing bis presiden­ 
tial work in 1881, be could not well have 
returned to the practice of law, atter 
tw enty years of absence from it. 
He 
was accorded his subsequent usefulness, 
and the national neglect was veiled by 
the testam ent of Sardis Burchard. 
I t is fortunate for M r. Cleveland that 
he is not poor, but be does not think 
himself able to live as he ought without 
work, and therefore he returns to the 
practice of the law, a step which deseries 
the commendation of everFbody, and all 
good citizens will wish him success.

THE SAMOAN DIFFICULTY*

FRANCISCO.

S a n F r a n c isc o , Cal., Feb. 
18.—Tho 
steamship Mariposa, which left Samoa Feb. 
I, arrived here yesterday morning. Among 
the passengers was Jbhn C. Klein, the 
American newspaper correspondent charged 
by tho Germans with leading the natives in 
their recent battle with tho Germans, but 
who claims to have been an innocent spec­ 
tator. 
The Germans, under tho operation 
of martial law, had complete control of tho 
islands when the Mariposa sailed. 
They 
had commenced to search all vessels in Sa­ 
moan waters, and even went so far as to 
seize an English tourist on the English 
steam packet Richmond, but 
released 
him when tho captain of tho English war 
ship Royal demanded his surrender and 
cleared his ship for action. 
Goods for 
American merchants were not allpwed to 
bo landed from tho Richmond unless they 
were taken to a German storehouse and 
passed by a German official. 
The German 
naval commander also issued an order com­ 
manding all residents of Apia to turn ovor 
all guns and ammunition held by them and 
proclaimed the right of search. 
In fact, 
it is claimed that the Germans, instead of 
prosecuting their war against Mataafa, 
have confined themselves to 
harassing 
American and English residents. 
Klein was compelled to seek shelter on 
board the Nipsic to escape arrest by the 
German soldiers, who were acting as police 
at Apia. 
Capt. Fritz demanded his release 
that he might ho tried by a German mili­ 
tary tribunal, but Capt. Mullan refused to 
surrender him, declaring that ho proposed 
to protect all American citizens. Klein says 
that he came homo because he would have 
l^een compelled to remain on board the 
American war ship to escape tho Germans, 
who were under orders from Bismarck to 
arrest him. 
On Jan. 19, half an hour after tho Ger­ 
mans had proclaimed martial law, a boat 
belonging to H. S. Moore, an American 
merchant, which had gone alongside of 
the Richmond to obtain freights, was seized 
by tho German gunboat and secured near 
the vessel. 
Consul Blacklock and Capt. 
Mullen entered a vigorous protest, and tho 
boat was afterward released. 
Four days 
before a boat owned by ex-United States 
Vice-Consul Hamilton was seized by an 
armed boat from the German ship Adler, 
but was afterward released upon the de­ 
mand of Consul Blacklock. 
The only ex­ 
planation given for the seizure was that the 
boat had not displayed any national flag. 
The Auckland (New Zealand) News of 
Jan. 12 says: 
“A more humiliating and degrading 
spectacle than this of British war ships 
cowed and silenced in the presence of Gor­ 
man ©utrhges is hardly to be conceived.

REDOUT OF CHAiiTTI ES AND DE­ 
FORM. 


Advance sheets of the third annual re­ 
port of the state board of chanties and 
reform, covering the 17tn and 18th years 
of its work, have been Issued, and in a 
few days the entire work will be given to 
the public. 
Some of the principal feat­ 
ures of the report are as f A lows, and are 
of general interest to the public: 
The laws of Wisconsin in regard to 
insanity are declared nearly perfect and 
maou superior to those in other stat s- 
The num ber of msane in the state is now 
2,874, 
The average annual inoreaie 
since 1881 is 157. 
In the chapter on paupers the board 
decries the practice of shipping paupers 
to this state from other states to get rid 
of them. 
It believes that the care of the 
transient pauper properly belongs to the 
state and not to local authorities. 
The board recommends that the plan 
of indeterm inate sentences and condi­ 
tional liberation be applied to the state 
prison. Conditional liberation would be 
worth more than several prisoners’ aid 
societies in aiding liberated prisoners to 
become law-abiding citizens, 
The state prism is dhcuseed at JeDgth 
It i8 the pride of Wisconsin that so com­ 
paratively few persons are convicted of 
felonies in propel hon to the population 
of the state. 
We have no capital pun­ 
ishment and yet wa have comparatively 
few persons convicted cf m urder iu the 
first dejree and but few serving life sen­ 
tence at any given time.

A new Persian industry is the m anufac­ 
tu re cf hoar-frost glass, w hich is covered 
w ith feathery patterns resem bling those 
n aturally produced upon window panes in 
cold w eather.

whole place is cleared of pursuers, antago- j 
bisti,' and plaintiffs, and when C hrist has 
finished this strange chirography in tho j 
dust ho looks up aud finds the woman all I 
alone. 
The prisoner is tho only one in the j 
court room left, the judges, tho police, the 
prosecuting attorneys having cleared out. 
Christ is tho victor, and ho says to tho wo­ 
m an: 
“ W here are the prosecutors in this 
case? 
Arc they all gone? Then I discharge 
you; go and sin no m oro.” 
I have alw ays wondered w hat Christ 
w rote on the ground. 
For do you realize 
th a t is the only timo th a t ho ever w rote a t 
all? 
I know th a t Eusebius says th a t Christ 
once w rote a letter to A bgarus, tho K ing 
of Edessa, but there is no good evidence of 
such a correspondence. 
Tho wisest being 
the world over saw and the one who had 
m oro to say than any one who ever lived, 
never w riting a book, or a chanter, e r a 
page, or a paragraph, or a w ord on parch­ 
m ent. 
N othing but this literature of the 
dust, and one sweep of a I rush or one 
breath of a wind obliterated th a t forever. 
Am ong all the rolls of tho volumes of tho 
first lib rary founded a t Thebes there was 
n o t one scroll of Cnrist. 
Am ong the 700,- 
000 books of the A lexandrian library, 
wfiich by the infam ous decreo of Caliph 
O m ar wero used as fuel to heat the 4,000 
baths of the city, not one sentence had 
C hrist penned. 
Am ong all the infinitude 
of volumes now standing in the libraries of 
Edinburgh, the B ritish museum, or Berlin 
o r Vienna, or tho learned depositories of 
all nations, not one w ord w ritten directly 
by the finger of Christ. 
A ll th a t ho over 
w rote he w rote in dust, uncertain, shifting, 
vanishing dust. 
My te x t says lie stooped down aud wrote 
on tho ground. 
Standing straig h t up a 
m an m ight w rite on the ground w ith a 
staff, b ut if w ith his fingers ho would w rite 
in the dust ho m ust bend clear over. 
Aye, 
he m ust get a t least on one knee or he can 
not w rite on the ground. 
Be not surprised 
th a t he stooped down. 
His whole Ufo was 
a stooping down. 
Stooping down from 
castle to barn. 
Stooping down from celes­ 
tia l hom age to m oboeratic jeer. 
From 
residence above the stars to where a star 
had to fall to designate his landing place. 
From heaven’s fro n t door to the w orld’s 
back gate. 
From w riting in round and 
silvered letters of constellation and galaxy 
on tho blue scroll of heaven to w riting on 
th e ground in the dust which tho feet 
iof the crowd had left in H ofod’s tem ple. 
If 
in 
Jan u ary 
you 
have 
ever 
stepped out of a prince’s conservatory th at 
had Mexican cactus and m agnolias in full 
bloom into tho outside air IO degrees below 
zero you may 
get some idea of C hrist's 
change of atmosDhere from celestial to te r­ 
restrial. 
How m any heavens there are I 
know not, but there are a t least three, for 
Paul wasj‘‘cauglit up into the third heaven. ” 
C hrist came down from highest heaven to 
the second heaven, and down from second 
heaven to first heaven, down sw ifter than 
meteors ever fell, 
down am idst stellar 
splendors th a t 
himself eclipsed, 
down 
through 
clouds, through 
atmospheres, 
through appalling space, down to whore 
there was no lower depth. 
From being 
waited 
on 
a t 
tho 
banquet 
of 
tho 
skies 
to 
tho 
broiling 
of 
fish for his 
own breakfast on the banks of the lake. 
From em blazoned chariots of eternity to 
the saddle of a piule’s back. 
From hom age 
cherubic, seraphic, archangelic, to the p ay ­ 
ing of G2i cents of ta x to Caesar. 
From 
the deathless country to a tom b built to ludo 
hum an dissolution. 
The uplifted w ave of 
Galilee was high, but he had to come down, 
before w ith his feet he could touch it, and 
the w hirlwind th at ro^e abovo tho billow 
Ahs higher yet, but he had to come down 
before, w ith his lip, he could kiss it into 
, quiet. 
Bethlehem a-stooping down. 
N az­ 
areth a-stooping down. 
Death l>etween 
two burglars a-stooping down. 
Yes, 
it 
was in consonance w ith hum iliations th a t 
had gone before and w ith self-abnegations 
! th a t came after, wh<?n on th a t memorable 
day in H erod’s tem ple he stooped down 
and w rote on the ground. 
"Whether the words he was w riting were 
in Greek or L atin or Hebrew I can not say, 
fo r he knew those languages. 
B ut he is 
, still stooping down and w ith his finger 
; w riting en the ground; in the w inter letters 
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’ of crystals, in tho spring letters of flowera, 


in sum m er in golden Haters of harvest, In 
autum n in letters of fire on fallen leaves. 
How it would 'sw eety up qnd enrich and 
em blazon this world could we see C hrist’s 
caligraphy all aver it. 
This world was not 
fluiig out into s$ac6 thousands of years ago 
aqd then left to look out for itself. 
It is 
s^ill under the divine care. 
Christ never 
for a half second takes his hand off of it or 
it would soon be a shipwrecked world, a 
defunct world, and obsolete world, 
an 
abandoned world, a dead world. 
“ L et' 
there bo lig h t” was said a t the begin­ 
ning. 
And 
Christ 
stands 
under the 
w intry 
skies 
and 
says: 
Let there 
bo 
snowflakes to enrich the earth; and un­ 
der the clouds of spring and says, Come ye 
blossoms and m ake redolent the orchards; 
and in Sealerul>er dins tho branches iuto 


the v at uFbea’utiTul colors a n i swings them 1 
into tho hazy air. 
No whim of mine is | 
this. 
“ W ithout him was not anything 
m ade th a t was made. ’ ’ 
Christ w riting on 
the ground. 
If we could see his hand in ; 
all 
the passing seasons how it would 
illumine the world! 
All verdure 
aud 
foliage would be allegoric, fan d Again we 
would hear him say as of old, “ Consider j 
the lilies of the field, how they grow ;” and 
we would not hear tho whistle of a quail or i 
the cawing cf a raven or the roundelay of j 
a brown thresher w ithout saying, “ Behold ! 
the fowls of the air, they gather n o t into 
barns, yet your Heavenly F ather feedeth j 
them ,” a n d a Dominic henof the barnyard j 
could not cluck for her brood, yet we would j 
hear C hrist saying as of old, “ How often 
would I have gathered thy children to- I 
gather, even as a hen gathered her chickens 
under her w ings;” 
and through the redo- j 
lent hedges we would hear C hrist saying, j 
“ I am the Rose of Sharoii;” we could not 
dip the seasoning from tho salt-cellar w ith­ 
out thinking of the divine suggestion, “ Ye 
are tho salt of tho earth, but if the salt 
liavo lost its fsavor it is fit for nothing but 
to bo ca^t out and trodden under foot of 
m en.”

calked w ith asphaltum ; or reject the Gen­ 
esis and tho Revelation th a t wero w ritten 
centuries boforo Adam lost a rib and gained 
a wife? 
No, no; when deity stoops down 
and w rites on the ground let us re a l it.

1 appreciation of the Bible in the grass, the 
I Bible in the sand hill, 
the Bible in the 
; geranium , tho Bible in the asphodel, the 
I Bible in the dust. 
Some ono asked an an- 
| cient K ing w hether ho had seen the eclipse 
I of the sun. 
“ No,” 
said he, 
“ I have so 
: much to do on earth I have no tim e to look 
a t heaven.” 
And if our faculties were all 
■ aw ake in the study of God we would not 
j have timo to go m uch further than the 
first grass-blade. 
I have no fear th a t n a t­ 
ural religion vvill over contradict w hat we 
call revealed religion. 
I have no sym pathy 
w ith the followers of A ristot'e, who after 
the telescojK) was invented would not look 
through it lest it contradict some of tho 
theories of their great master. 
I shall tie 
glad to put against one lid of tho Bible the 
microscope and against the other lid of tho 
Bible the telescope. 
B ut when Christ stooped 'down and wrote 
on tho ground w hat did ho write? 
Tho 
pharisees did not stop to exam ine. 
Tho 
cowards, w hipped of their own consciences, 
fled pell-mell. 
N othing will flay a m an 
liko an aroused conscience. 
Dr. Stevens, 
in his “ H istory of M ethodism,” says th a t 
when tho Rev. Benjam in A bbott of olden 
tim es was preaching he exclaimed: “ For 
au g h t I know thoro may bo a m urderer in 
this house,” ana a m an rose in the assem­ 
blage and started for the door and bawled 
aloud, confessing to a m urder he had com- 
ruittea fifteen years before. 
And no won­ 
der these pharisees, rem inded of their sins, 
took to their heels. 
But w hat did C hrist 
w rite on tho ground? 
Tho Bible does not 
state. 
Y et, as Christ never wrote anything 
except th a t once, you cannot blame us for 
w anting to 
know w hat he really did 
w rite. 
But I nm certain he wrote noth­ 
ing trivial or nothing unim portant. 
And 
will you allow me to say th a t I think I 
know w hat ho wrote on the ground? 
I 
judge from tho circumstances. 
Ho m ight 
have w ritten other things, but kneeling 
there in the temple, surrounded by a pack 
of hypocrites who w ere a self-appointed 
constabulary, and having in his presence a 
persecuted woman who evidently was very 
penitent f< r her sins, la m sure he wrote 
tw o words, both of them graphic and tre­ 
mendous and reverberating. 
And the one 
word was hypocrisy and the other word 
was forgiveness. 
From the 
way these 
pharisees and scribes vacated tho premises 
and got out into the fresh air, as Christ, 
w ith ju st ono ironical sentence, unmasked 
them , I J know they were first-class hypo­ 
crites. 
It was then as it is now. Tho more 
faults 
and 
inconsistencies 
people 
have 
of 
their 
own, 
the 
more 
severe 
and 
censorious 
and 
they 
about tho faults other. 
Hore they are — 
tw enty stout men arresting and arraigning 
ono weak women. 
M agnificent business to 
bo engaged in. 
They w anted the fun of 
seeing her faint aw ay under a heavy j udi- 
cial sentence from Christ, and then after 
she had been 
taken outside the city and 
fastened a t tho foot of a precipice, the 
scribes and pharisees w anted the satisfac­ 
tion of each coming and dropping a big 
stone on her head, for th a t was the style of 
capitalB punishm ent Qthat they asked for. 
Some people have taken tho responsibility 
of saying th at C hrist never laughed. 
But 
I think as he saw those men drop every­ 
thing, chagrined, mortified, exposed, and 
go out quicker than they came in, he m ust 
have laughed. 
A t any rate it makes me 
laugh to read of it. 
A ll of these libertines 
dram atizing indignation agaiivst im purity. 
Blind bats lecturing on optics. 
A flock of 
crows on th e ir way up from a carcass de­ 
nouncing carrion. 
Yes, I think th a t one 
word w ritten on the ground th a t day 
by tho finger of Christ was the aw ful 
w ord hypocrisy. 
But I am sure there was 
another word in th a t d u st 
From her en­ 
tire m aim er I am sure th a t arraigned 
woman was repentant. 
She m ade no 
apology and C hrist in no wise belittled her 
|!n. 
B ut her supplicatory behavior and 
her tears moved hltrt, and when he stooped 
down to w rite on the ground he w rote th a t 
blighty, th a t im perial word, 
forgiveness. 
W hen on Sinai God w rote the law he w rote 
it w ith finger of lightning on tables of 
stone, each word cut as by a chisel into tho 
hard granite surface. 
But when he w rites 
the offense of this woman he w rites it in 
dust so th a t it can be easily rubbed out 
when she repents of it. 
Oh, 
he was a 
m erciful Christ! 
I was reading of a legend 
th a t is told in the far east about him. 
He 
was w alking through tho streets of a city 
and he saw a crowd around a dead dog. 
And ono m an said: 
“ W 'hat a - loathsome

is th a t 
dog!”

Then Christ, standing there, 
said:

Then the people, moved by the 
idoa th a t anyone could find anything pleas­ 
a n t concerning a dead dog, said: 
“ W hy, 
this m ust be Jesus of N azareth.” 
R e­ 
proved and convicted they w ent aw ay. 
Surely this legend[of C hrist is good enough 
to be true. 
Kindness in all his words and 
ways and habits. 
Forgiveness. 
W ord of 
eleven letters, and some of them 
thrones, 
and some of them palm branches. 
B etter 
have Christ w rite close to our nam es th a t 
ono word, though ho w rite it in dust, than 
to have our nam es cut into m onum ental 
g ran ite w ith the letters th a t the storm s of a 
thousand years can not obliterate. 
Bishop 
B abington had a book of only three leaves. 
The first leaf was black, 
the second leaf 
red, and the third leaf white. 
The black 
leaf suggested sin; tho red leaf atonem ent; 
th e w hite leaf purification. 
T hat is the 
whole story. 
God will abundantly p a r­ 
don. 
I m ust not * forget to say th a t as Christ, 
stooping down, w ith his finger w rote on 
tho ground, it is evident th a t his sym pa­ 
thies are w ith this penitent woman and 
th a t he has no sym pathy w ith ie r hypo­ 
critical pursuers. 
Ju st opposite to th a t is 
tho w orld’s habit. 
W hy didn’t these u n ­ 


clean pharisees B ring one of th en* own num ­ 
ber to C hrist for excoriation and capital 
punishm ent. 
No, 
no: they overlook th a t 
in a man which they dainnate in a woman. 
And so the world h;.s had for offending 
women scourges and objurgation, and for 
ju st one offeuss she becomes an outcast, 
while for men whose lives have beet) so- 
dotoic for tw enty years the world swines 
open its doors of brilliant welcome and 
they m ay sit in Legislatures a n i Sen­ 
ates 
and 
Parliam ents 
or 
on 
thrones. 
U nlike 
the 
Christ 
of 
my 
te x t 
the 
world writes a m an’s 
misdemeanor 
in 
dust, 
but chisels a wom an's offense with 
great capitals upon ineffaceable m arble 
For foreign lords and princes whose nam es 
cannot even be mentioned in respectable 
circles abroad because they are w alking 
lazarettos of abom ination, our A m erican 
princesses of fortune w ait and a t the first 
beck sail out w ith them into the blackness 
of darkness forever. 
And in w hat are 
called higher circles of society there is now 
not only the im itation of foreign dress and 
foreign manners, but an im itation of fo r­ 
eign dissoluteness. 
I like an 
Englishm an 
and I like an 
Am erican, but the sick. st 
creature on earth is an A m erican playing 
the Englishm an. 
Society needs to be re ­ 
constructed on t^iis subject. 
T reat them 
alike, masculine crim e and feminine crime. 
If.you cut the one in granite cut them both 
in granite; if you w rite the ono in dust 
w rite the other in dust. 
No, no, says the 
world, let woman go down and let m an go 
up. 
W hat is th at I hear splashing into 
tho E ast river at m idnight, and then there 
is a gurgle as of . strangulation and all is 
still. 
Never mind. 
It is only a woman 
too discouraged to live. 
Let tho mills of 
the cruel world grind right on. 
But while I speak of Christ of the text, 
his stooping down and w riting in the dust, 
do not think I underrate tho literature of 
the dust. 
It is the m ost solemn and tre ­ 
mendous of all literature. 
It is the g reat­ 
est of all libraries. W hen Bayard exhumed 
Nineveh he was only opening tho door of 
its m ighty dust. 
The excavations of Pom ­ 
peii have only l»een the unclasping of tho 
l.ds of a volume of a nation's dust. 
W hen 
A dm iral F a rra g u t' and his friends a few 
years ago visited th at resurrected city, the 
house of Balbo, who had been one of its 
chief 
citizens 
In 
its 
prosperous days, 
was 
opened 
and 
a 
table 
was spread 
in 
th a t 
house 
which 
for 
1,800 years 
has 
been 
buried 
by volcanic eruption, 
and F arrag u t and his guests’walked over 
the exquisite mosaics ami under the beauti­ 
ful fresco, and it almost seemed like luting 
entertained by those who eighteen centuries 
ago had turned to dust. 
Ch, this m ighty 
literature of dust 
W here are the rem ains 
of Senna' lierib and A ttila and Epaminon- 
das and Tam erlate and T rojan and Philip 
of Macedon and 
Julius Casar? 
Dust! 
W here are tho lier es who fought on both 
sides a t C haronea, at Hastings, a t M ara­ 
thon, 
a t Cressy; of the 110,000 men who 
fought a t Agincourt, of tho 250,001') in n 
who faced death at Jena, of the 400,000 
whose iarm or glittered in the sun at W a­ 
gram , of Hie 1,000,000 men under Darius 
a t Arbclla, of the 2,011,000 men under 
X erxes a t Tiierm opyl c? 
Dust! 
W here are the guests who danced the 
floors of the 
A lham bra, or the Persian 
palaces of Ahasuerus? 
Dust! 
W horo are 
the musicians who playe I and the orators 
who spoke, and the sculptois who cingle I, 
and the architects who built in all tho cen­ 
turies except our own? 
Dust! 
The g reat­ 
est lib rary of the world, th a t which has 
the widest shelves and tile longest aisles 
and the most m ultitudinous volumes and 
tho vastest wealth, is the undergroun I 
library. 
It is the royal library, the con­ 
tinental library, the hem ispheric library, 
tho planetary library, the lib rary of the 
dust. 
And all these library cases will be 
opened and all the-.e scrolls unrolled and all 
these volumes unclasped and as easily as iu 
your library or mine we take up a book, 
blow the dust off of it, and tu rn over its 
pages, 
so easily will the Lord of the 
resurrection pick up out of this library of 
dust every volume of hum an life aud open 
it aud read it and display it. 
And the 
volume will be rebound, to lie set 'n the 
royal library of the K ing’s palace or in tho 
prison library of the self-destroyed. 
Oh, 
this m ighty literature of the du-d,! 
It is 
not so w onderful after all th a t Christ cho^e 
instead of an inkstand the impressionable 
sand on the floor of the ancient temple, and 
instead of a hard pen p u t forth his fore­ 
finger with the same kind of nerve and 
muscle and bone and fle-h as th at 
which 
m akes up our own forefinger and wrote the 
aw ful doom of hypocrisy and full and com­ 
plete forgiveness for repentant sinners, 
oven the worst. 
And now I can believe th a t which I read, 
how th a t a m other kept burning a candle 
in the window every night for ten years, 
and one night very late a poor w aif cf tho 
street entered. 
The aged woman said to 
her: 
“ Sit down by the fire,” and the 
stranger said: 
“ W hy do you keep th a t 
lig h t in tho window?” 
The aged woman 
said: 
“ That is to lig h t my 
w ayw ard 
daughter when she returns. 
Since she 
w ent aw ay, ten years ago, my hair has 
turned white. 
Folks blame me for w orry­ 
ing about her, but you see I am her mother, 
and sometimes half 
a dozen tim es a 
nig h t I open tho door and look 
out 
into 
tho 
darkness 
a n i 
cry 
‘Lizzie! 
Lizzie!’ 
But I m ust not tell you any m ore 
Kbout m y trouble, 
for I guess fro «i thft 
way you cry, you have trouble enough of 
your own. 
W hy, how cold and sick you 
teem! 
Oh, my! can it be? 
Yes, you are 
Lizzie, m y own lost child. 
Thank pod 
th at you are homo again!” 
Aud w hat a 
time of rejoicing there was in th a t house 
th at night. 
And C hrist again stooped 
down and in the ashes of th a t hearth now 
lighted up not more by tho groat blaziflgs 
logs than by tho joy of a reunited house­ 
hold, w rote tho same liberating words th a t 
he had w ritten m ore than I HIX) years ago 
in the dust of the Jerusalem temple. 
For­ 
giveness! 
A w ord broad enough and high 
onough to let pas-s through it all the arm ies 
of Heaven, 
a million abreast, 
on w hite 
horses, nostril to nostril, Hank to flank.
